a source to at least one destination, said vid e o str e am r e sulting from a production process, 
comprising the steps of: 

(a) e nabling cr e ation of a soript containing at l e ast one segm e nt d e limiter to 

identify a sp e oifio segment within th e vid e o str e am; 

(b) r e c e iving a r e qu e st to distribut e on e or mor e vid e o s e gments of th e video 

str e am to said at least one d e stination; 

(e) — d e fining a s e t of commands that, when e x e out e d, distribut e said on e or 

mor e vid e o s e gm e nts and data r e lat e d to said on e or mor e vid e o s e gm e nts to said at l e ast on e 
d e stination; and 

(d) — e x e cuting said set of commands to distribute said on e or mor e vid e o
